VICTIM HAD BUT RECENTLY 
COME TO LIVE IN 
THIS CITY 


Mr. Tobey and Miss Mary Car- 


rey Were to Have Been Mar- 
ried Last Week But it Was 
Postponed Account of Illness. 





Entering his home on West Thir- 
teenth street during the rain last 
Saturday night and endeavoring to 
turn on the drop light in the screen 
porch, John Li. Tobey received a 
shock of electricity which casued his 
immediate death. Mr. Tobey was a 
recent arrival in Upland, coming 
here from Walnut two months ago 
as a tractor mechanic on the Stew- 
art groves, but had made a number 
of warm friends in that short time 
who are deeply grieved at his un- 
timely death. His brother, Ollie, a| 
lad of eigtheen, who was visiting] 
here, was with him when Mr. To- 
bey fell, and ran through the rain 
and dark for Mr. Henry, foreman of 
the Stewart ranches, who came im- 


-Mediately and after phoning for a 


doctor tried all in his power to bring 
life to the limp body, without suc- 
cess. On the arrival of the doctor 
he said that death must have been 
instantaneous and that no_ effort 
could have availed. Mr. Tcbey’s 
father and brothers arrived on Sun- 
day from San Fernando, having been 
notified by Mr. Henry and the in- 
quest was held yesterday at Dra- 
per’s parlors in Ontario at which 
the verdict was “death from elec- 
trocution.” 

The marriage of Mr. Tobey and 
Miss Mary Carrey, well known 
grammar school teacher here and 
especially among the Mexican chil- 
dren whom she teaches at the 12th} 
street. school, was to have taken 
place last week but was postponed 
on account of Miss Carrey’s illness 
from which she is only just recover- 
ing. 

Mr. Tobey was a member of a San 
Francisco Post and at the funeral 
services held this afternoon at a 
o’clock from Draper’s chapél the 
Cher Ami Post and the Upland Post,| 
No. 78, were represented by several 
members, some of whom officiated as 
pall bearers. Interment was in Belle- 
vue cemetery. 

Mr. Tobey, who had just completed 
his 26th birthday, leaves a father and 
mother, Mr. and Mrs. Avery Tobey, 
and three sister and three brothers, 
besides many friends both here and 
in his home town of San Fernando. |

LA VERNE MAN IS KILLED 
BY P. E. CAR; WAS DEAF 





Samuel Morgan, aged 50, a pruner 
by trade, stepped in front of a Pa- 
cific Electric express car at the D 
street crossing La Verne Monday 
morning and was fatally injured, dy- 
ing in the ambulance on the way to 
the hospital. He leaves three chil- 
dren, the oldest of which is thirteen 
years of age. Morgan was quite deaf 
and had stopped by the side of the 
track to read a newspaper. 


The accident happened about 7:15 
o’clock. The unfortunate man was 
on his way to an orchard to begin 
pruning. The carrier boy had a few 
minutes before received a bundle of 
papers from a P. E. train and Mor- 
gan stopped a minute to read one of 
them. He was standing close to the 
track as he did so and on finishing 
dropped the paper and without look- 
ing up stepped one foot across the 
rail. 

The express car was approaching 
at a speed not to exceed fifteen miles 
an hour but was within ten or fif- 
teen feet of him when he did so. 
His head was turned in the direction 
of the papers and he did not see 
the car and probably never knew 
what struck him. 


The motorman had seen the man 
and had blown his whistle for the 
crossing. He was watching Morgan 
closely, but supposed that he was 
aware of the approaching car. Al- 
though the express car was brought 
to a full stop within a few feet, it 
was too close to Morgan to avoid 
hitting him. H is presumed that the 
man was struck in the head, for his 
skull was crushed and he was other- 
wise badly mutilated. 


The death of Morgan is wasesiat 


larly sad inasmuch as he leaves 
three small children, now fatherless 
as well as motherless. The oldest is 
only thirteen years of age and all 
are splendid children for whom 
friends and neighbors have formed 
a strong attachment. Rachel Mil- 
dred is the oldest, aged thirteen; 
Buelah is ten years of age and the 
youngest s Paul, a boy of eight.

SUPERVISOR FROM RED- 
LANDS DISTRICT 


Evangelist Brown Closes Big|Desert Politicians Are Also Get- 


ting Ready to Hurl Hats Into 
the Ring. Few Definite An- 
nouncements as Yet.

The political pot has started to 
boil up in the Redlands supervisorial 
district. M. D. Easton, present road 
foreman, is an announced candidate 
and the first to toss his hat into the 
ring. 

Mayor A. E. Brock of Redlands, it 
fs known by his friends, will be a 
candidate for the office when the 
campaign gets a little further along, 
and George S. Biggin, another well 
known Redlands man, is being dis- 
cussed as a possible candidate. Joe 
Cole of Mission is being boomed 
by residents of that section, which 
is now apart of the Redlands dis- 
trict. . 

Chairman J. B. Glover is to retire 
according to information which the 
candidates have, but that ‘there is a 
possibility that he may _ reconsider 
and become a candidate himself, is 
declared by prominent Redlands 
people. Mr. Glover several years ago 
made plans to retire, but for several 
months there have been requests in 
his home district that he agreed to 
continue in the service of the coun- 
ty. He has made no formal state- 
ment regarding his plans. Several 
of the candidates now mentioned, it 
is declared, would not oppose Mr. 
Glover should he seek re-election. 

But as the situation now stands it 
is apparent Mr. Glover will not be a 
candidate unless there are develop- 
ments that would get him into the 
campaign. 

There are elections in two other 
supervisorial districts, the San Ber- 
nardino and desert districts. On 
the desert there are a number of 
candidates, including Supervisor A. 
B. Mulvane of Amboy, Dr. Charles 
E. Stauter of Needles and formerly 
of Barstow, C. S. Crain of Victor- 
ville, J. F. Holland, a Salt Lake en- 
gineer whose legal residence is in 
one of the Cajon Pass precincts. 
None of them is announced candi- 
dates but their names are figuring 
in the political gossip of the region. 

In the San Bernardino district it is 
generally expected A. G. Kendall will 
be a candidate for re-election as su- 
pervisor, but there has been little 
gossip as to possible other candidates 
in the district. 

The only other local offices on the 
ballot this year will be superior 
judge and assemblymen. 

Judge J. W. Curtis will be a can- 
didate for re-election to the superior 
court. There has been no mention 
of others who may seek the office. 

It is generally expected Assembly- 
man Crombie Allen of Ontario and 
Assemblyman Samuel Knight of Red- 
lands will be candidates for re- 
election.

Los Angeles Tinies Sdys’ Govern- 
ment Hag Purchased Springs, 
But Sun Says It Has Been 
Leased for Ten Years.

Arrowhead hotel and its properties 
were yesterday ieased by the United 
States Health Service for a period 
of from one to five years, with an 
option to purchase, and by winter 
2000 officers and men will be under- 
going treatment at the famous 
health resort. 


The first soldiers to arrive will 
number 350 and will come in April 
from Palo Alto, it was announced 
yesterday by Dr. John D. Long, su- 
pervisor of the 12th District of the 
United States Health Service. By 
the end of summer more than 1000 
officers and men will be at the re- 
sort. 

The above version of the transac- 
tion is as given by the San Bernar- 
dino Sun; but this morning's Los 
Angeles Times has an entirely dif- 
ferent one, saying that the property 
has been purchased outright by the 
government. The Times’ article is 
as follows: 

Arrowhead Springs, long one of the 
best-known health resorts in South- 
ern California, has passed into the 
hands of the United States govern- 
ment and will be converted into a 
sanatorium for the treatment of gass- 
ed and shell-shocked AmericAn  gol- 
diers. It will be conducted by the 
public health service. This announce- 
ment was made yesterday by Seth 
Marshall, owner.of the property, and 
confirmed at the offee of the public 
health service in the Wilcox build- 
ing, Los Angeles. 

The transfer of title to the resort, 
according to Mr. Marshall, involves 
an outright purchase by the govern- 
ment of the hotel buildings, baths, 
hot springs, famous cave, and about 
2000 acres of land. Some of the 
land is planted in orange and olive 
groves. The Arrowhead Springs 
Company, whose Los Angeles plant 
is at 1566 Bast Washington street, 
reserves the privilege of using as 
much of the spring water as it may 
require in connection with the com- 
pany’s bottling business. 

The negotiations, according to the 
office of the public health service, 
were handled through A. J. Rich & 
Co., a San Francisco real éstate 
firm. While the consideration 1s 
withheld, it is understood that Mr. 
Marshall originally gave an option 
to purchase which named $1,000,000 
as the price although it is said that 
the final figure was somewhat under 
this amount. The property, about 15 
miles from San Bernardino on the 
road to Bear Valley, was purchased

OF YOUTH”’ IS CLARA|‘HOME DAY" YESTERDAY 


BRINGS ATTENDANCE 
OF OVER 22,000 


This Year’s Show, in Spite of 
Four Days of Rain, 
Successful in History of the 
Great Citrus Exhibit. 





The lights of the Tenth National 
Orange Show faded at midnight last 
night—the greatest exposition of them 
all is ended. As the last straggling 
visitor left the tent, Ralph BK, Swing, 
president, clasped the hand of Fred 
M. Renfro, general manager, and, 
turning, said: “Tell them it was the 
greatest success in history—that ev- 
ery cent of the guarantee fund will 
be returned. Thank them all for 
their cooperation—it was wonderful.” 


With these words the Tenth Na- 
tional Orange Show was officially 
closed. The estimated total attend- 


ance for the period of the exposition 


is 156,705—greater by 50,000 than 
ever before, despite four days of 
rain. Yesterday's attendance was 


22,215—the second largest day of the 
Show—according to official announce- 
ment made by J. Dale Gentry, chair- 
man of the ticket committee, when 
the gates closed. Accurate finan- 
cial figures are, of course, unobtain- 
able at this time, but it was stated 
officially that, regardless of the fact 
that the exposition cost many thou- 
sands of dollars more to Install ¢han 
any other, there will be a neat bal- 
ance in the treasury afer all expenses 
are met. That the attendance would 
have been 50 per cent greater had 
it not rained will be conceded. 


“The big success of the show,” 
said President Swing, “is in the fact 
that we have entertained more Wast- 
ern people and more notable people 
than ever before. The National Or- 
ange Show has ceased to be a San 
Bernardino affair, it has become a 
California institution. I wish to 
thank everybody who has been con- 
nected with the exposition, directly 
or indfrectly, for it is due to their 
support that it has heen a success-~ 
and it is a success, that cannot be 
disputed. More people have attend- 
ed than ever before and the general 
sentiment is that the show is the 
best in history. In the realization 
of this I am happy.” 


Renfro Pleased 

Fred M. Renfro, general manager, 
the man upon whom has rested the 
responsibility of success or failure, 
issued a blanket message of appre- 
ciation last night, “1 couldn’t begin 
to enumerate the individuals to whom 
I am indebted,” he said. “They have 
formed a great organization working 
hand in hand to bring about success 
in spite of obstacles which really 
were not obstacles at all. Four days’ 
rain cost he Orange Show more than 
$20,000, but it benefited some people, 
80 we do not complain. In spite of 
this loss the show has pald its way. 
Remember, the Eleventh National 
Orange Show will be bigger than 
ever,”

tended. Tents and grounds were 
crowded afternoon and evening, the 
throng rivaled that of the first Sun- 
day.

AM being urged by people 
in both parties to declare 
my allegiance to either 
one or the other. Those 
who know me know that I am 
able to make up my mind when 
a subject is clearly defined. Con- 
sequently, until it more definitely 
appears what party managers 
stand for, I must exercise a pre- 
rogative of American citizenship 
and delcine to pledge my vote 
blindfold.’’—Herbert Hoover. 

That paragraph from Mr. Hoo- 
ver’s statement will make politi- 
cians of both*parties see red; but 
it will make plain American citi- 
zens everywhere see hope. 

For precisely that is the atti- 
tude of the intelligent, thinking 
American citizen at thiis moment. 
So far as the parties are concern- 
ed, he is from Missouri. He de- 
clines to pledge his vote blind- 
fold, and he prepared to be for 
the party whose candidate and 
whose platform look best. 

Mr. Hoover’s statement, how- 
ever it may arouse the ire of the 
politicians, who are of the same 
breed in both parties, will com- 
mend him still further to the 
people’ He is not seeking the 
presidency—everybody knows it. 
He is not a partisan—he is too 
big to be that at this moment 
when partisanship means noth- 
ing. He is for the League of Na- 
tions—the one great hope of the 
world. He is against the ex- 
tremes of reactionism and social- 
ism. He is for attacking the 
problems of the nations by con- 
structive policies—just as during 
his active life he has attacked 
the engineering and other prob- 
lems that confronted him. He 
sees nothing but folly in pre- 
tending to attack the issues by 
waving outworn party banners 
at them. 

Whether as a candidate of one 
of the parties—which can only 
happen if an overwhelming pub- 
lic demand breaks down the con- 
trol of nominating machinery by 
politicians—or as a leader of 
right-thinking, forward-looking 
American citizenship, Herbert 
Hoover is going to be a large 
factor in the public life of this 
nation in the coming years. And 
everybody who has seen him in 
action and who realizes how 
thoroughly his present stand 
squares with the thought and 
needs of America will rejoice 
that that is so.

JUSTICE AND THE POOR 


HE above caption is the title 

of a recent book by Regi- 

nald Heber Smith, and the 

subject offers a field for 
extensive musing. 

A commentary thereon says: 
‘“When a lawyer says that poor 
men and rich men are equal be- 
fore the law, he means about as 
much as the diplomat means who 
says that small nations and great 
nations are equal before the law. 
He means that in a court of jus- 
tice no special legal handicap is 
imposed on the poor, beyond the 
handicap of their poverty. He 
means that rich and poor have 
an even start in the race for jus- 
tice, and run under the same 
rules, and that if the poor lag 
behind it is their poverty, and 
not the law, that is to blame.’’ 

Probably the libel case of 
Henry Ford against the Chicago 
Tribune illustrates as well as any 
what a handicap the poor might 
labor under in an effort to get 
justice against the rich.

orange nursery and selected 16 seed- 
lings that appeared to show different 
characters. At the same time in the 
same nursery, four different types 
were selected in a bunch of sweet 
seedlings. A more detailed examina- 
tion would doubtless have revealed 
many more types, but the only ob- 
ject in view at that time was to add 
“freaks” to the variety orchard. Buds 
were cut from each of these seed- 
lings and two sour orange stocks 
were budded with each type. The

and one-half years old from the bud 
and have been set in the variety or- 
chard for two and one-half years. All 
ot the types selected present marked 
differences in size, foliage, character 
of branching and the like. The good 
Vigorous types in the case of the 
sour orange selections are five times, 
or more, larger than the slow grow- 
ing dwarf types. 

Two trees out of 16 of the sour 
orange types selected have lost the 
typical aroma of the sour orange, so 
far as the leaves are concerned. The 
four types of the sweet orange also 
ditrer in similar way in size and foli- 
age characters. 

The great extent of this range of 
variation within the different species 
is shown equally as well by the large 
number and range of the named vari- 
eties that are grown. 

Seedling Stock 

The sweet orange and sour orange 
seedlings grown for stocks purposes, 
are usually, or at least frequently, 
grown from seed of unknown origin 
and coming from different trees. We 
are not dealing with a homogeneous 
lot, but with lots in which every in- 
dividual differs from every other in- 
dividual and yet our policy has uni- 
formly been to use all—good and bad 
alike—for propagation. 

Is it any wonder under these con- 
ditions, that our trees though grown 
from the best selected buds, should 
be variable in the groves. The Eu- 
réka lemon on a trifoliate stock is 
very markedly dwarfed, while Valen- 
cias grow to good sized trees. The 
Florida rough lemon ¢s usually a 
good stock, while the Chinese lemon 
is commonly recognized as a poor 
stock. Different reactions on the 
bud, caused by the influence of dif- 
ferent stocks, are well Known to ex- 
ist. When, therefore, such marked 
differences are found to exist in our 
sour and sweet orange seedlings that 
we are using as stocks, is it any 
wonder that the budded trees in the

|DR. H. J. WEBBER PRESENTS VIEW 


ON THE CITRUS STOCK PROBLEM 





Dr. H. J. Webber is director of 
the California Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station at Riverside, and pre- 
sented his views Friday at the open- 
ing session of the Citrus Institute 
held at the First Methodist church, 
San Bernardino. 

' Very rapid advance has recently 
been made in the scientific knowledge 
of the citrus industry. Probably no 
fruit, unless it be the apple or grape, 
is now better understood, and yet it 
must be confessed that very few of 
our methods are based on sufficiently 
exact information so that we are 
justified in assuming that we are 
using the best possible practice. In 
some phases of the industry infor- 
mation has been woefully lacking, 
and for years the same general meth- 
ods based on imperfect evidence, 
have been universally used. This 
has been notably the case with ref- 
erence to nursery methods. All of 
the attention of investigation has 
been given to solving grove prob- 
lems for growers, while the nurseries 
were left without special considera- 
tion, as if all problems started with 
the planting of the tree in the grove. 

A. D. Shamel, of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, rendered 
a very notable service in directing 
attention to the great necessity of 
using buds from good bearing trees, 
that are known’ by carefully kept 
records, to uniformly produce heavy- 
ily, the standard type of fruit of the 
variety. He thus incidentally fo- 
cused attention on the character of 
the nursery tree as an important fac- 
tor in grove making. 


Why Are Dwarfs? 


Why do some trees in a citrus or- 
chard remain dwarfs or grow slowly 
and produce but few fruits, while 
others grow rapidly and are very 
fruitful? Why are some orchards 
composed of uniformly good trees, 
while others are composed of trees 
of various sizes and degrees of fruit- 
fulness, even though they were plant- 
ed at the same time with trees of 
on variety, of the same age? Mr. 
Shamel ascribes much of this varia- 
bility to the character of the buds 
in propagation in which he is doubt- 
less right. It is, however, important 




















tion in size of the trees of the same 
age mean anything, or is it purely 
accidental? All of these trees are 
ordinarily sold and planted. Prob- 
ably these differences in size are 
due to the same or similar causes 
as those responsible for the differ- 
ences in size in. bearing orchard 
trees. 
Uniform Trees 

A nursery grown at the Citrus Ex- 
periment Station for experimental 
purposes was planted with the idea 
of producing as uniform trees as pos- 
sible. The sweet seedling stock used 
was thus selected when it was plant- 
ed in the nursery, many of the small 
trees being discarded. Through the 
kindness of Mr. Shamel, the buds 
used for propagation were taken from 
record trees of standard type, in or- 
der to further insure uniformity. 
Valencia and Washington Navel or- 
anges, Marsh Seedless grapefruit 
and Eureka lemon were the varieties 
grown. When this nursery was two 
years old and ready for orchard 
planting the trees were found to 
show the same variations in size of 
buds that have been referred to as 
being universally present in ordi- 
nary nurseries. Had buds been tak- 
en indiscriminately from ordinary 
trees, this variation would have been 
passed by as normal. As it was, this 
fact led to a test of the different 
sizes of trees to determine, if possi- 
ble, whether they were of any. im- 
portance in growing an orchard. 


Highteen large, 18 small and 18 in- 
termediate sized buds of each variety 
were selected and planted in com- 
parison rows in the variety orchards 
at the Citrus Experiment Station, 
Riverside, California. These trees 
were all dug “bare root” to see that 
the roots were normal and not in-! 
jured or diseased. All were normal 
and thoroughly healthy so far as 
could be determined. They were 
planted in the orchard in June, 1917. 
The severe heat, coupled with “bare 
root” planting injured so many of 
the Eureka lemons that this variety 
was eliminated from the experiment. 
The Navels, Valencias and Marsh 
Seedless grapefruit stood the trans- 
planting, very well and are_ still

orchard the small trees have about 
the same average diameter that the 
intermediate trees had when they 
were transplanted and the interme- 
diate sized trees, after two years in 
the orchard, are about the same av- 
erage diameter that the large trees 
were when they were transplanted. 
Each grade is thus about two years 
behind the other in development. 
Top Diameters 

To get some*indication of the com- 
partive average size of the tops of 
the different groups, the top diameter 
of each tree was measufed east and 
west, north and south, and the 
height from the lowest branch to the 
top of the foliage. These measure- 
ments for each treé were multiplied 
together to give the volume of the 
cube that would enclose the top. The 
average of these figures for each 
group in each variety are given in 
the following table:

While admittedly such figures are 
not exact measurements of the po, 
volume, they are believed to repre- 
sent fairly accurately, the compara- 
tive sizes of the trees in each group. 

Citrus Propagation 

To what factors could this variation 
be due, and is it of any importance 
in eitrus propagation? A difference 
in the soil or in the nutrition avail- 
able might cause variation in size, 
but this cannot be the main cause of 
the variation in size of these trees 
as they showed the difference in the 
nursery and continue to show it two 
and one-half years after transplant- 
ing into the orchard. In the or- 
chard they are planted close together 
on uniform soil and are treated alike, 
so the difference cannot be attribut- 
ed to local soil condition or nutrition. 

Is the difference due to the char 
aoter of the bud union? The buds 
seem to have healed nfcely in all 
trees used and exhibit no characters 
that would indicate a difference here. 

Is it due to the roots having been 
injured, thus resulting m dwarfing 
the tree? The roots were all exam- 
ined when the trees were trans- 
planted and all were found to be 
healthy and uninjured. Any injury or 
disease contracted since the trees 
were transplanted could not be limit- 
ed to the small tree rows only. 

Is it due to the kinds of buds used? 
All that can be said regarding this, 
is that the buds were carefully se- 
lected from trees of known record 
and standard type. It does not seem

MUCH LIKE WESTERN CITY 


Tiflle, Capital of New Georgian Re- 
public, by No Means Typical 
of the East. 





Mr. Melville Chater. recording {m- 
pressions in the National Geographic 
Magazine, admits that he was sur- 
prised when he arrived in Tiflis, cap- 
{tal of the new Georgian republic. He 
had expected a city more suggestive 
of the East, as the Western mind pic- 
tures it; but the Golovinsky prospekt, 
the main thoroughfare through the 


heart of the city, stretched before him, 
“ae handsome a bit of modern metro- 
politanism as can be found anywhere,” 


and {ts restaurants, shops, opera, and 
what used to be the viceregal palace 
but which now flies the standard of 
the new nation, suggested at once the 
French adjective “chic.” More than 
that, this new capital was brilliant 
with uniforms, Russian, Georgian, Ar- 
menian, British, and most picturesque 
of all, the Caucasian costume, with its 
broad-shouldered, wash-waisted coat. 
high, heelless boots. and astrakhan 
cap. One marveled at the load of 
weapons that completed it; a sword 
rattling and clanking with the wear- 
er’s martial stride, a brace of pistols, 
a pair of daggers, and a collection of 
what looked Iike enormous fountain 
pens hung across the Caucasian 
bosom, but whfch turned out to be 
hollow tubes intended to be loaded 
with powder and shot. One must add 
stiff mustaches and a_ close-shaven 
skull to picture this Georgian in all 
his glory on the Golovinsky prospekt 
of his national capital. Clothing for 
civilians {s searce and expensive in 
Tiflis, but the cast-off uniforms of 
military officers are for sale, and many 
a citizen in need of a new suit had 
bought himself an old uniform.

Anti-Aircraft Fire Control. 

The army officer assigned to the 
anti-aircraft artillery has hitherto been 
regarded by his comrades of the line 
as a mathematical prodigy, with head 
full of figures, formulas, and mystic 
symbols.
